The Town of Agawam has just taken steps to 
conclude what some have termed “the deal of a 
lifetime,” the purchase of Tuckahoe Turf Farm- 
Only time and a court of law will clarify and Il- 
luminate many of the issues and concerns revolv- 
ing around this property and its purchase. 

here are a number of questions which may 
forever go unanswered but which illustrate the 
complexity of the issue and the subsequent vote 
by the Town Council. :

Legal Terminology

The following definitions of legal terms are 
again compiled from the Massachusetts criminal 
law reference handbook. They are intended to 
familiarize the average citizen with legal terms us- 
ed daily in all stages of criminal and civil pro- 
ceedings and investigations. 

Arraignment: A legal proceed in which the 
defendant is called to a court and formally charg- 
ed with a crime to which the defendant enters his 
or her plea. 

Appeal: The removal of a cause from a court of 
inferior to one of superior jurisdiction, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a review and/or retrial. 

Allegation: A statement by a party to a legal 
proceeding setting out what he intends to prove. 

Autopsy: The dissection of a dead human body, 
by a person legally authorized, for the purpose of 
inquiring into and determining the cause of death. 

Bail: To procure the release from legal custody, 
or a person arrested or imprisoned on security be- 
ing taken from his or her personal appearance in a 
certain court on a day and in a place specified. 
The security may be cash, property, bond of sure- 


ty. 

Bill Of Particulars: A statement by the prosecu- 
tion filed by order of the court, at the court’s own 
request or that of the defendant, of such par- 
ticulars as may be necessary to give the defen- 
dant and the court reasonable knowledge of the

and reasonable regulations of his or her school. 

Criminal Intent: An intent to do an act which the 
law denounces, without regard to the motive that 
prosipns the act, and whether or not the offender 
nows what he or she is doing is in violation of the 
aw. 

Criminal Negligence: Wanton and willful 
disregard of the probable harmful consequences 
of an act. 

Dangerous Weapon: Any weapon capable of 
causing death or serious bodily injury, and used 
for such purpose, regardless of the purpose for 
which it was originally intended. 

Deadly Force: That degree of force likely to 
result in death or in great bodily injury.

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Melconian Outlines Initiatives 
In New Budget That Will Help Area 


Senator Linda Melconian (D-Springfield) recent- 
ly outlined some of her initiatives for the Fiscal 
Year 1994 that will be of direct benefit to Western 
Massachusetts. 

Melconian stated, “This year’s budget is one of 
the most constrained we've seen in recent years. 
Given this fact, it is all the more vital that the 
Western Massachusetts delegation work tireless- 
ly to ensure that our region gets its fair shair.” 

Some of the Melconian amendments will be in- 

cluded in the budget submitted by the Senate 
Committee on Ways and Means, on which 
Senator Melconian serves as the rankin 
Democratic member. She will offer other amend- 
ments on the Senate floor during the upcoming 
full pepec budget deliberations, expected next 
week. 
__Melconian emphasized that her proposed in- 
itiatives, if accepted, would render real results for 
the people of the Greater Springfield area and 
Western Massachusetts. 

One such proposal is a ‘‘Medigap’”’ amendment, 
which would establish a prescription drug ex- 
pense assistance program for low and moderate- 
income elderly (aged 65 and over) and for disabled 
individuals who receive Medicare benefits, a pro- 
gram which Senator Melconian has already 
received full Senate approval. 

Senator Melconian has submitted numerous 
welfare reform measures to alter the problematic 
and costly welfare system. Those reforms include 
establishing a 24-hour toll-free hotline to report 
suspected cases of welfare fraud; determining a 
family’s benefit rate on the size of the family at 
the initial time of applications, where subsequent 
children will not increase the rate; mandatory 
school attendance for AFDC recipients over the 
age of 12; initiatives for higher educational train- 
ing for welfare recipients; waivers to permit addi- 
tional retention of child support received, to en- 
courage aggressive perseverance of “deadbeat” 
parents; a voucher system for clothing purchase, 
as opposed to a straight cash grant; and a photo- 
ID system for recipients to help prevent fraud. 

Melconian stated, “The aim of these reforms is 
to change the attitude in this state by revising the 
rules of welfare and limiting the period of time a 
recipient can collect. We cannot be afraid to 
change the way we think about welfare, to restore

it to a means of transitional assistance, not a per- 
manent way of life.” 

Senator Melconian has also proposed earmark- 
ing monies to fund the Massachusetts Senior 
Games, a “Senior Olympics” event held annually 
at Springfield College. 


In addition, she has filed an amendment to 
reduce fees for elders who use the public 
transportation system in Greater Springfield, so 
that our seniors will pay the same, no more, than 
elders who use the Boston-based MBTA system. 

Senator Melconian has pushed for three years 
in the Senate budget for the establishment of a 
Hampden County Crime Lab to analyze evidence 
obtained at crime scenes. Melconian contended, 
“It is important to have a crime lab here in 
Western Massachusetts to protect the chain of 
custody and to get test results more efficiently. 

“Minimizing the number of hands evidence 
must pass through prior to a trial date is 
necessary for the prosecution to obtain a convic- 
tion and for a defendant to receive full due pro- 
cess rights.” 


Currently, evidence must be sent to Boston to 
be processed; this often takes several weeks. To 
ease the financial burden of homowners who have 
lead paint, Senator Melconian submitted 
language to allow for the use of encapsulation in 
Massachusetts. This procedure is an effective, 
yet less expensive, alternative to full-scale lead 
paint removal. 

Finally, Melconian emphasized the need for the 
legislature to investigate new forms of revenue 
and jobs creation to the state. One such initiative 
is Riverboat Gambling, with a proposed site along 


. the Connecticut River. 


Melconian also stressed the importance of sup- 
porting sections of the budget that implement the 
provisions of Chapter 19, the new Economic 
Development Law. 

Melconian concluded, “Two months ago, the 
Legislature overwhelmingly supported this 
package to begin to spark growth and preserve 
and create jobs. Now, we must put our money 
where our mouth is with regard to economic 
development. After all, in the long run, only mean- 
ingful jobs creation will ensure a real recovery for 
the Pioneer Valley and for Massachusetts.” 


Calling All Democrats:

Registered Democrats in Agawam will be 
holding a caucus on Saturday, June 19th, 1993 at 
10:00 am. to elect delegates to the 1993

Candidates for delegate and alternate must 
also be present, voting and give his or her written 
consent to be nominated and that nomination 
must be seconded by two persons present at the 
local caucus.

Each candidate will be allowed to make a two- 
minute speech and to distribute on his/her behalf 
one sheet of paper listing qualifications and 
ideas.

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Councilor Gravel 
Attends Meeting About 
Education Reform 


Agawam Town Councilor Nancy Gravel was 
among a group of key local officials who discuss- 
ed their concerns about the pending education 
reform bill with Governor William Weld at a 
meeting of the Local Government Advisory Com- 
mittee (LGAC) recently at the State House. 

Weld reassured local officials that he will op- 
pose using Lottery aid or other local aid accounts 
to find $175 million in state funds that are still 
needed to pay for the first year of implementation 
of the pending education bill. 

The Massachusetts House of Representatives 
has approved the bill without including the $175 
million, leaving the Senate and the governor to 
find the funds. 

The LGAC meets regularly with the governor to 
discuss issues facing local government. As a 
member of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA) Board of Directors, Gravel at- 
tends the LGAC meetings. The MMA is a non- 
profit, nonpartisan organization that provides lob- 
bying, advocacy and other services for the state’s 
cities and towns. 

The governor told the officials and reporters in 
attendance that he will probably sign the educa- 
tion bill even though he opposes some of the bill’s 
provisions. Local officials instead urged the 
governor support revisions that would relieve 
onerous fiscal mandates that could force many 
communities to cut their funding for non-school 
services such as public safety. The governor did 
not respond to this request, but said the bill is a 
“redistributive measure” that he does not expect 
to please all communities. 

Local officials voiced concern that the educa- 
tion reform bill will result in the state ‘‘micro- 
managing” local school districts and impose un- 
necessary requirements in school spending. For 
instance; one official said that even though his 
town spends above the ‘“‘Foundation”’ level to be 
established by the legislation, the bill will still 
force it to make annual increases in its school 
spending to meet new ‘‘standard of effort” re- 
quirements. 

Weld also told local officials that he has re- 
quested $20 million in the state’s supplemental 
budget to help cities and towns make up for 
deficits in their snow and ice budgets due to the 
extraordinarily devastating winter of 1993. The 
BINA had requested the governor's action on this 
need. 

Officials spent part of the meeting informing 
Weld and other state officials of the impact of 
various environmental mandates on cities and 
towns. After Trudy Coxe, the new Secretary of En- 
vironmental Affairs, gave an overview of her 
goals, municipal officials voiced concerns about 
the impact of various environmental mandates on 
their communities.

Offering too much or too little money for a 
home can be one of the many pitfalls involved in 
the home buying process. Obviously, offering too 
much money can be costly for the home buyer. If 
the offer is unrealistically low, the negotiations 
can be stymied by an insulted seller who may 
refuse to consider future counter-offers.

past year. Using local Multiple Listing Service 
(MLS) data, a real estate sales associate can pro- 
vide a list of selling prices for similar homes and 
help the buyer make comparisons. 

Some real estate sales associates recommend 
viewing several similar homes in the area that are 
on the market before making a decision on how 
much to offer on the home you really want. 

Typically, a buyer’s first inclination is to make 
an offer which is comparable to one of the lowest 
recently accepted offers for similar homes. The 
seller may not be overly enthusiastic about this 
type of first offer, but may not immediately reject 
it either—as long as it’s reasonable. In any case, 
researching selling prices of similar homes usual- 
ly provides a figure which can be used as a star- 
ting point for the negotiation process. 

n evaluation of selling prices may not be 
possible if the home in whieh a buyer is interested 
does not compare with others in the area.

For Those Busy Days, Here’s 
Some Old & New Breads 


This week’s column is the result of a request for 
quickbreads. While some of the breads are not 
technically true quickbreads (leavened with bak- 
ing powder, baking soda, or cream of tartar and 
not requiring rising time), they all share the 
qualities of simplicity of preparation and ingre- 
dients. Some of these recipes are adapted ver- 
sions of very old recipes and carry with them a bit 
of our history. 

The first, Manchet Bread, is an up-to-date ver- 
sion of a recipe from 14th century England. The 
original bread was made in a tub, where flour, ale 
barme (yeast), salt, and warm water were mixed 
A either a device called a break or by human 
eet! 

The dough was then wrapped in cloth and left 
to rise for an hour, after which it was formed into 
round, flat loaves, and then baked. Foot-kneading 
is one practice that thankfully failed the test of 


time. 
MANCHET BREAD 
Makes two loaves 

1 package (1 scant tablespoon) dry yeast 
1 cup warm water 
2-22 cups white whole wheat flour” 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons softened butter 

Dissolve the yeast in half the warm water. Put 
the two types of flour and the salt into a bowl; 
make a well in the flour and add all the water and 
butter. Mix well. Add more flour if the mixture is 
too sticky to knead. Knead for 10 minutes until 
smooth and elastic and then put into a greased 
bowl. Cover with a cloth. Let the dough rise for 1 
to 1% hours, or until it has doubled in bulk. 

Punch it down and shape it into rather flat, 
round loaves. Put these onto a greased baking 
sheet, cover with a cloth, and leave to rise for 45

Corn pone was a staple, eaten with green beans 
or boiled turnip greens. If the dough was baked in 
hot coals it would be called Ash Cake. Corn pones 
and, in the same family, johnnycakes and spoon- 
bread are extiemely ey in the South today. 

ORN PONE 


Makes 6 pieces 
1% cups corn meal (preferably stone-ground 
white meal) 
1% teaspoons baking powder 
¥Y2 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons meat or‘bacon drippings 
%% cup cold water 

Stir together the corn meal, baking powder, and 
salt in a medium-size mixing bowl. Briskly mix the 
meat or bacon drippings and water and stir just 
enough to make a stiff dough. 

Shape the dough. into 6 round, flat cakes 
(pones) about 12” thick. Heat about 2 tablespoons 
meat or bacon Cripeings in a very large, heavy iron 
skillet just until it begins to smoke. 

Add the pones, reduce heat slightly and brown 
well - about 10 minutes on each side. The pones

AHS Principal John Morrissey Says Time 


To Call It A Day After 32 Years In Education 


This man must love children, one would have to 
conclude of John Morrissey, retiring principal of 
Agawam High School, who for many years said 
good-bye in the morning to his own seven children 
and spent his days with hundreds more in area 
schools. He will retire from education in 
September in the 32nd year of his career as 
teacher, assistant principal, and high school prin- 
cipal, all in the Agawam School System. 


A product of Westfield, Morrissey graduated 
from Westfield High School, and received his 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees from Westfield 
State College. He said it is great to have a college 
in the town one lives in. 


In high school, Morrissey was president of his 
senior class, and participated in track, basketball, 
and football. He was on the first football team 
from this area to play in the Peanut Bowl in Col- 
umbus, Georgia, defeating Fitzgerald High School 
in 1949 and Galan Academy in 1950. Agawam 
High School went to Columbus several years 
ater. 


After a post-graduate year at Mount Herman 
Academy, Morrissey spent four years in the U.S. 
Air Force, concluding his service at a radar sta- 
tion on Cape Cod. He worked for a short time at 
Friendly Ice Cream, and loaded and unloaded 
freight cars for the New York/New Haven 
Railroad. 


The Idea Of College 

It was Morrissey’s future wife, Bernice, who 
first brought up the idea of college, and he felt 
that teaching was a job he was suited for. He mar- 
tied Bernice on June 7th, 1958, and started col- 
lege at Westfield in September, continuing 
through his master’s degree in 1966. Since then 
he has studied at Springfield College and the 
University of Massachusetts. 

Morrissey started teaching social studies at 
Agawam High School in 1962 under Principals 
Ray Harris and Charles (Chick) Kissner, a job he 
held for nine years.

In 1971, Superintendent of Schools James Clark 
suggested that Morrissey apply to be assistant 
principal at the high school, the position James 
Bruno had just left to become - assistant 
superintendent of schools. Paul Tatro was the 
high school principal, and, Morrissey and David 
Theodorowicz were assistants. ~ 


A year later, Tatro became principal of the new 
Agawam Junior High School and Theodorowicz 
became the high school principal, assisted by 
Morrissey and David K. Bates. Morrissey became 
high school principal in 1981.

John and Bernice have seven children: Kathy, 
Donna, Teresa, Joanne, Patty, John, and Mary 
(five of whom live in Westfield and two in Virginia). 
The Morrisseys also have five grandsons and two 
granddaughters. 


While Morrissey was a teacher, he always had a 
part-time job at Jersey Testing. “When | became 
an administrator, | could afford to give up the part- 
time job and spend more time with my family, 
teaching them in the years | wanted them with 
them,” Morrissey said. He added that some of 
them were into the same sports he had loved. 


But teaching was his thing! “In teaching you 
could feel the material flowing from you to the 
students, and you knew if they were getting it or if 
they weren’t—in which case you knew you had to 
try a different approach. 

“But there is a closeness between a teacher 
and a student,” Morrissey said, ‘and that is what! 
got into teaching for in the first place. | miss that 
part,” he added. 


It is harder for teachers today to maintain that 
rapport with their students, Morrissey stated. 
“But when they do, they are darn good teachers. | 
feel bad for students today; a great many of them 
are a lot more troubled than they used to be.” 

He blamed this on the fact that in many families 
both parents have to work to make ends meet, and

no one is at home for the kids. He said there are 
too many family separations, divorces, and “latch 
key” situations. Asked if he thought this is just a 
cycle, Morrissey exclaimed, “1 sure hope it is. 


Good Teachers And Other Successes At AHS 

Morrissey empneaied, “Still, there are an awful 
lot of good teachers out there. He said he enjoyed 
the many successes of the high school, including 
the annual music and talent shows, sports teams, 
the band, the dedicated people, the As Schools 
Match Wits team, etc. 

He continued, “There are a lot of excellent 
graduates who bring honor to the school. And it is 
great when | am away from the school and people 
recognize me and tell me | helped them or their 
children.” 

As for his own troubled times, he doesn’t 
remember any. “Of course, there are times when 
you are never right with the kid or the parent,” he 
said. “I’ve had very few problems with the School 
Committee or the superintendents. | am a ‘people 
person’ and | don’t hold grudges; | took the laughs 
when they came, and abrasiveness when it came. 
But, altogether, it was good.” 


Looking forward toward retirement, Morrissey 
said, “| am ready.” He doesn’t plan to look for 
another job or write a book. In September, he 
plans to “drop out” of Agawam High School to go 
fishing and hunting with his brother (who also 
lives in Westfield), and to play as much golf as 
possible. 

He also plans to travel with Bernice. ‘First, we 
will go to Burke, Virginia, where Kathy lives, and 
to Virginia Beach where Patty lives, to visit our 
daughters and their families. 


“| must tell you that | have a great family. My 
wife is a great woman and a good mother. We are 


proud of each of our seven children,” he said, ad- 
ding, “None of them were angels, but they are 
super people!” 

Incidentally, their photos are hanging in the of- 
fice of the principal of Agawam High School.

Helps SAT Scores Improve

Agawam High School Principal John Morrissey 
welcomed a smal gathering of students, family, 
and friends to the Seventh Annual Awards Night 
in the school auditorium. on Tuesday evening, 
June 1st. 

Morrissey began the program by introducing 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder, Mayor 
and Chairman of the School Committee, 
Christopher Johnson, School Committee 
members, AHS department heads, and Assistant 
Principals Gabrielle Charest and David Bates (all 
on stage). 

He explained that attendance of seniors that 
evening was poor because, ‘In this economy, 
many have to work.” Students were awarded 
scholarships and aid totaling upwards of $50,000 
locally during the presentations. 

This was the first year the AHS Guidance 
Department held a Scholarship Fair in its effort to 
distribute applications from local clubs and 
organizations for all seniors. Guidance Depart- 
ment Chairman Paul Cavallo and his staff compil- 
ed the program brochure listing all local scholar- 
ships and prizes given during the Awards Night. 

Cavallo noted, “This does not include the 
thousands of dollars Agawam seniors receive in 
regional and college scholarships and aid as 
well.” 

Also new this veal at AHS was the establish- 
ment of an SAT Preparation Course in the fall of 
1992. During a School Committee meeting last 
week, Cavallo reported that 30 seniors had enroll- 
ed in the evening courses which were taught by 
Guidance Counselor Alan Cohen (math) and 
English instructor Joanne Brown. 

Twenty-three of those seniors’ scores (May

1992) were compared with their November 1992 
scores. Seven of the 30 students opted not to 
retake the SAT after completing the prep course. 

Cavallo noted the point gains were as high as 
210 and losses as high as 60 points. “Of the 19 
students who increased their scores, 12 had a 
significant gain of 100 points or more,” he noted. 

He also felt that of the 19 students who gained 
points, 14 “had a direct impact on the students’ 
acceptances at a particular school.” 

A comparison chart presented to the School 
Committee showed that totals ranged from 530 to 
1,050 in May 1992, before the prep course for the 
23 charted students. The totals ranged from 610 to 
1,220 on the November 1992 SAT scores. 


77% To Further Their Education 

Cavallo also said that 46.1% of seniors were 
planning to attend four-year universities or col- 
leges; 31% planned to attend two-year colleges 
(for a total of 77.1% of the graduating class). 

Other private schools showed 4.2%, employ- 
ment (10.9%); military service (4.6%); and 3.2% 
were undecided. Five foreign exchange students 
that received diplomas from AHS were not includ- 
ed in the survey of 219 seniors. 

During the Awards Night program, AHS depart- 
ment heads presented many special gifts and 
prizes along with the distinguishing “Honor 
Cords” for outstanding achievements in their 
courses. 

National Honor Society members wore gold 
tassels and gold sashes while Pro Merito 
graduates were awarded solid orange tassels to 
wear upon their mortarboards acknowledging 
their high academic achievements.

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Summer School At Longmeadow Develops 
Writing, Reading, & Individual Creativity 


It is often said that creativity is stifled when a 
student’s work is constantly critiqued. The 
teading and writing programs at the Summer 
School at Longmeadow develop writing through 
reading and individual creativity without the 
pressures of the traditional school routine. 

The competition for grades is reduced so that 
children can learn for learning sake and grow in 
many directions.

The interest in science and math has 
had the greatest growth rate. In 1989, there were 
virtually no enrichment courses in these areas, 
while the summer of '92 boasted an enrollment of 
118, amounting to 22% of the program.

Golf Tip Of The Week 


by Jim Modzelesky, PGA 
Oak Ridge Golf Club, Feeding Hills 


Mistake—Stance Too Wide 

If you take too wide a stance as you set 
up to hit the ball, you are also cutting 
down on your body’s ability to turn with 
your swing. You're defeating the whole 
purpose of the coordinated golf swing. 

Proper use of feet, legs, arms, torso, 
and shoulders is severely restricted by 
starting out with your legs too far apart. 

Generally, golfers determined to hit 
“real hard” widen their stance (er- 
roneously of course) to get all the power 
they can muster behind their shot. 

Correction 

In practice, when you feel the flat- 
footed, uncoordinated discomfort of a 
swing that isn’t getting your body’s power 
into the ball, try moving your feet a little 
closer. 

Vary the distance until you feel that 
you’ve got a good base for your swing. 
The weight of your body should rest on 
the balls of your feet as you take your 
new, narrower stance.
